English: Pandit Guru Dutt Vidyarthi was born April, 1864. His father Ramakrishna was a 
scholar of Persian and was a teacher in Jhang in the education department of Punjab. His 
grandfather was the ambassador of the Nawab of Bahawalpur in the court of the Amir of 
Kabul. Guru Dutt was one of the five prominent leaders of the Arya Samaj. He had mastered 


Sanskrit, Vedas and Puranas at a very young age. He had failed the great scholars in 
Sanskrit. That is why people started calling him by the title of Pandit. He inspired everyone 
from Lala Lajpat Rai to Bhagat Singh about the true Sanatan Dharma. He played a leading 
role in the establishment of DAV colleges. He loved Vedas and Sanskrit so much that he 
often used to say - "How good it would be if | could completely forget all foreign education 
and become only a pure Sanskrit scholar." The fame of his research journal published in the 
name of 'Vedic Magazine’ spread across the country and abroad. If he had lived for even 
ten more years, he would have established an intellectual empire of Indian culture. 


Due to many reasons like excessive work and not taking adequate rest, he contracted 
tuberculosis, which resulted in his death on 19 March 1890 at the young age of 26 years. In 
2000, Punjab University, Chandigarh named its Chemistry Department building as ‘Pandit 
Guru Dutt Vidyarthi Hall’ in his honour.

Commencing the study of Sanskrit late in life he acquired such a mastery 
over the language that he could write and speak it with easy .
